Allied Positions 
On Leros Isle 
Now Improved

LONDON, Nov. 15. — British 
troops have beaten off attacks by 
German parachutists and sea- 
borne infantry, and have im- 
proved positions on Leros, a com- 
munique said today, while Royal 
Air Force planes bombard the 
enemy’s footholds on the island. 


The communique gave only the 
scantiest report of the struggle for 
the island off the Turkish coast 
north of Rhodes but said “substan- 
tial losses” were being inflicted on 
the Germans and a number of pris- 
oners were taken. An Italian gar- 
rison was fighting beside the Brit- 
ish 

Positions in both the central and 
northern sectors were improved as 


long-range fighters and bombers 
swept Pantali Cape and Alinda, 


Gurna and Suda Bays, slamming at 
Nazi shipping and troop positions, 
One enemy plane was shot down. 


RAID CRETE, RHODES 


Other planes attacked Crete and 
Rhodes airfields yesterday and last 
night, harassing the sources of the 
German troops who launched the 
attack last week to wrest Leros 
from the British, Nine RAF, 
planes were missing from all opera- 
tions, 

The Germans up te yesterday 
had been able to cross the north- 
ern isthmus of Leros, cutting in 
between British troops and the 
town of Leros, main point in the 

island. However, the town had 
not yet fallen. 

(The Axis-controlled Vichy radio, 
in a broadcast heard by Exchange 
lelegraph, said the Germans con- 
trol the western half of Leros.)

Increase Wheat 
Drawback From 
8 to 25 Cents 


OTTAWA, Nov. 15.—(CP)—The

Edmonton is given official credit for 
showing a larger percentage increase In 
income tax payments than any other cen- 
tre in Canada, payments here exceeding 
those of last year by 133 per cent. This 
means that for each $100 paid by Edmon- 
ton people as income taxes in 1942 they 
have paid $233 in 1943, Noy. 8th being 
taken as the deadline in both cases.

It’s Scarcer Than Ever 


With most of the miners in most areas 
back at work, the strike in the coal fields 
of Alberta and British Columbia is on the 
way toward settlement. The publicly im- 
portant fact of course is that production 
is again going on and should reach the 
pre-strike volume within a few days. But 
it will not do for the coal-user to assume 
that his troubles are over. 

Coal was scarce before the tie-up 
occurred, all the way from Vancouver to 
Montreal. It is scarcer now by the amount 
that has been burned during the last two 
weeks. There is no known prospect that 
production can be stepped up very far be- 
yond the output rate for October. And 
while coal is again being mined, there has 
been no agreement reached that would 
assure a continuous flow from the mines 
or any of them. 

Obviously, the prudent thing to do is 
to avoid anything in the way of wasting 
coal], and to keep on using it as sparingly 
as during the strike period. There is a two- 
week reduction of supplies to be made up 
before the consumer will be as safe as he 
was two weeks ago: and nobody can guar- 
antee that mild weather will continue until 
this loss has been regained.

Kos and Leros 


On one front Hitler’s forces are on the 
offensive. It is not a very larve and 
is only important as a base for defensive 
operations against possible Allied attack 
on the Balkans from Egypt or the Levant

There is probably connection between 
this Dodecanese adventure and the turmoil 
that has broken out in Lebanon. It does 
not take much imagination to see the hand 
of von Papen in the rebellion of the Leb- 
anonese against the authority of the 
Fighting French; nor much discernment to 
see that de Gaulle has played into his hand 
in adopting repressive measures. 
General Wilson is in direct charge of 
the Allied forces in the Middle East, and 
he is not & man to twiddle thumbs when 
the time comes to act. One of these days 
he is likely to take the Lebanon situation 
in hand, and to make the Nazis sorry they 
ever landed on Kos and Leros, 
ave = 

One side-result of the tie-up in Alberta 
and British Columbia has been to call at- 
tention to the fact that Saskatchewan is 
also a coal-producing province on a scale 
larger than was generally supposed. The 
production in that province is about 1,500,- 
000 tons per year, one-eighth as much as is 
produced in Alberta. The coal is of the 
lignite variety, but is apparently satisfac- 
tory fuel since a ready market is found 
for the whole output in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba.

mediocrity of Germany, reveals 
also the psychological reason for 
the bitterness of our dislike for the 
Nazis.

Most Vines, Flowers and 
Herbs Do Better 
Cool 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
A good way to achieve that lived- 

in look in your home no matter 
whether you have a tiny apartment 
or a rambling old house, is to scat- 
ter containers of growing green 
| plants around and about. 

A sunny bay window with a 
southern exposure or a sun porch 
which under normal conditions 
serves as a cozy extra living room 
may be counted on this winter to 
maintain the low temperatures re- 
quired for many plants. 

One of our florists tells me that 
plants thrive in a cool house, that 

with day temperatures of little 


more than 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
and a night temperature of 45 to 50. 
He says the plants best suited to 
these temperatures are calceolarias, 
cinerarias, cyclamen, camellia, pri- 
mulas, geraniums, Jerusalem cherry 
and decorative peppers. These will 
be far happier and healthier in a 
cool house than they will be in the 
average Canadian home which is 
usually overheated. 

Other plants that require cool 
conditions are the culinary herbs 
which most of us found so difficult 
to grow on through the winter. If 
in doubt of the garden soil to be 
|used for potting, add about a quart 
| of raw ground limestone and about 
the same or less of commercial fer- 
tilizer to about a bushel of soil. Let 
this stand for several weeks before 
| potting if possible. 

Parsley, chives and mint are the 
herbs that can be carried through 
the winter in a really cool, sunny 
kitchen window, Since this is our 
| first Wnter of meat rationing, these 
fresh herbs will be unusually help- 
ful in concocting savory dishes

In watering house plants which 
are established in the winter quar-

by under watering. A good general 
rule is to water only when the sur- 
lface of the soil feels dry to the 
ltouch, The soil in the pots is then 
thoroughly soaked and the excess 
| soured from the saucer. 

A handful of pebbles in the 
| saucer under each pot assures per- 
fect drainage is case too much 
| water is given. Humidifiers on radi- 
ators and open dishes of water set 
near the plants help maintain 
| humidity. 

| plants in temperatures ranging 
lfrom 45 to 50 degrees Fahrenheit 
| will need little more than half the

African Violets 

If plants must be purchased for 
the window garden, types can be 
i selected according to the atmo- 
sphere in which they are to live, A 
|well-heated room without much 
sunshine will welcome African 
| violets, shade-loving large leaved 
|begonias for foliage or winter 
| bloom. 
| African violets are a popular 
| house plant here in Edmonton and 
are not difficult to start. The fully 
| matured leaves clustering around 
| the base of the plants are in excel- 
|lent condition for propagation, 
Each leaf desired for a new plant 
lis sharply cut off, with the long 
| petiole (leaf stem) attached, The 
| leaves are then inserted in a pot of 
moist sand up to the point where 
the Jeaf joins. the stem, An ordin- 
ary glass is inverted over each leaf 
and the pot is set in a warm and 
light, but not sunny place. When 
| roots form, each leaf is separately 
| planted in a small pot filled with a 
| light soil mixture, composed of leaf- 
| mold and sand, When this container 
is well filled with roots, plants are 
shifted to three or four-inch pots. 
| Blooms will appear in about six 
months.
